Russian Actions Bring 
Swift Passage of ERP

It seemed for a time that it 


would never be possible. But Con- 
gress, after a weary time of inves- 
tigating and reinvestigating, hem- 
ming, 
hawing and obstructing, 


passed the foreign aid legislation 
only one clay past the deadline so 
urgently requested 
by 
Secretary 
^Marshall. 
™ The legislators deserve the coun- 


try's thanks and congratulations for 
this final burst of speed. 
And 


special thanks, 
it seems to us, 


should go to Senator Vandenbcrg 
, Ho steered ERP through Congress, 
v from its first announcement as the 


Marshall Plan to its final appear- 
ance in legislative form, with the 
utmost skill and tact. 


Rifts appeared in his own party 


over the issue. Tempers flared and 
views were poles apart. But the

non-political approach to the ques- 
tion of foreign aid set an example 
for many of his colleagues, and 
helped ERP to escape becoming a 
matter for bitter partisan debate. 


This swift final action by Con- 


gress must have surprised 
the 


Kremlin's board of strategy. The 
setup of their political

suggests that they have no sym- 
pathy for debate by representatives 
of various opinion on the conduct 
of government. 
Undoubtedly the 


Politburo counted on a clash 
ot 


sentiments in Congress to kill the 
Marshall Plan. 


And there were times in the ten 


months between proposal and final 
action when the Kremlin's hopes 
uii0M have been justified. But the 
Russian strategists made one ob- 
vious mistake. If they had lain 
low and given even a sham display 
of friendliness 
and 
co-operation 


they might have strengthened op- 
position to the Marshall Plan. 


Hut they didn't. Whether it was 


liccause they did not dare to take 
the chance, or because their insu- 
lai minds are limited to only one 
toupee of action, or because their 
orcralivcs had got out o£ hand, we 
don't know. 
* It is clear, however, that every 
pi evocative action in Moscow help- 
ed to solidify American opinion. The 
destruction of the Czechoslavakian 
democracy gave a noticeable spur 
to congressional action. And right 
at the end of ERP's legislative 
history the Russians' high-handed 
.behavior in Berlin hastened final 
passage. 


So now the talk is at an end, 


and the democracies have actu- 
all> set out on the road to positive 
and promising action. History does 
not offer any peacetime parallel

U.S. Submits

formal proposal, dodged a

The American document was

council The plan was 
circulated 
privately to council members last 
week but Austin received 
clear- 
ance from Washington only yester- 
day for public presentation. 


The trusteeship could be termi- 


nated by assembly agreement on a 
permanent plan of government 
or 
by successful plebiscite on a per- 
manent plan. The vote could not 
be taken for at least three years 
In theory, this would mean 
that 


partition could eventually be 
put 


into effect. However, Arab opposi- 
tion to the splitup scheme is not 
expected to diminish. 


The plan provides for a U N - 


appointed 
governor-general 
with 
virtual dictator powers. He- would 
rule the Holy Land with'-an • ad- 
visory council until a 
trusteeship 
government could be set up. 


That government would include 
legislative and judiciary branches 
and a cabinet, topped by a prime 
minister. The upper House would 
have 30 members, half Arabs and 
half Jews. The lower boyd would 
be selected on a proportional popu- 
lation basis, which would mean a 
heavy Arab majority.

Returns 


from Italy's crucial elections indi- 
cated today a smashing anti-Com- 
munist victory and vice premier 
Giuseppe Saragat announced "the 
Communists will not be 
admitted 
into Italy's new government." 


Saragat, head of the anti-Com- 


munist Socialists, told 
newsmen: 


"The 
Italian election means a 


re-birth of Democracy in Europe. 
The victory of Democratic forces 
is a great setback to Russia and 
Communist plans for expansion. 


"Itlaly is now a part of Western 


Europe and not of the Balkans." 


The returns from three-fourths 


of 
Italy's 
senatorial 
districts 


showed the anti-Communist parties 
two to one ahead of the Commu- 
nist-led Popular Front coalition. 


Premier Alcide 
D e 
Gasperi's 


American-backed Christian Dem- 
ocratic parly had almost half the 
ottal votes in the election test be- 
tween the east and the west, and 
may yet get an absolute majority. 
Early returns on the Chamber of 


Deputies indicated a similar crush- 
ing defeat for the Communists. The 
returns raised the possibility that 
the anti-Communists had seized un- 
disputed control of both houses of 
the new Parliament. 


The interior ministry's 
tabula- 


tions on the Senate vote, counted 
first, gave the Christian Democrats 
8,171,569, 
or 47.4 percent of the 


vote. The Popular Front coalition 
of Communist and left-wing Social- 
ists sot 5,332,976 votes, or 31.3 per- 
cent. 


Returns from 4,478 of 41,525 sec- 
tions in the vote for the Chamber 
gave the Christian Democrats 2,- 
131,608; the Front. 930,207, and the 
anti-Communist Socialists, 269,393. 
The votes 
for 
minor 
parties 


swelled the anti-Communist total. 


Alcide de Gasperi, Italy's Chris- 
tian Democratic premier, said the 
returns were beyond his 
fondest 
dreams. 


The returns were running stead- 


ily at two to one against the Com- 
munist Popular Front. 


De Gasperi said his party's vic- 
tory showed Italy's "firm intention 
not to be Bolshevized."
